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THE SPRING HANDICAPS AND THE DERBY. 


Tho entries for nearly all the spring handicaps manifest a marked 
fallivg off when cOmpared with last season’s nominations; but we 
never ex pech'toO see the amount of support extended to those races 


again W ich was accorded in 1861—the very best year for handicaps 
ever ku _ Bince the preeent entries deh published there has been 
s vest deal of speculative talk about the probable weights of certain 
animals for the ter Cup and the Liverpool Grand National Steeple- 


chase, but no one Ventures to back a horse for either event, indeed, 
nothing bat the Derby is touched. Although speculation Rpea that 
race last week was ed on rather more spiritedly than for some 
time previously, there was very little doing at the Victoria Club, 
where, however, there was a strong attend ice of members. Few 
transactions have been effected on the Two Thousand either, the most 
importaut investment being made on The Student at 7:to 2, notwith- 
standing that he is again reported to be coughing badly. Rustic has 
been in increased demand for the Derby, and at 7} to 1 was sup- 


ported last Friday to £300, which odds, however, were readily obtain- 
able on Saturday. Against Lord Lyon 8 to 1 was vainly offered, and 
® point more procurable about The Student. For Redan there has 
also been frequent inquiries, and some substantial support was awarded 
during the past ten days or 80, 20 to 1 to a “certainty” being 
occasionally booked. Auguste, at a fraction over 22 to 1, 
was in force, and, judging fiom the influential division in charge of 
the commission, the French horse bids fairto become a popular favourite. 
Blue Riband, whose name appears in the Chester Cup entries, con- 
tinues to occupy a firm position in the Derby quotations, and 25 tol 
has been booked for £100, half of which amount was invested on 
Janitor, last Saturday.

At 
Knightsbridge, on Monday, Rustic advanced to7 to 1, which was pen- 
cilled to some hundreds, and with all the offers to invest thousands 
Lord Lyon beat the Duke’s colt, the former being comparatively friend- 
less at 8to 1. The Redan furore abated somewhat, though we saw 
£200 put on him at 20's whilst we were at the Club on Wednesday. 
Janitor was there in great force, and at Tattersall’s too; and not less 
than £500.could have gone on to him at the two places this week, 
the price being 25 to 1. It is to be got with difficulty now. Auguste’s 
friends wanted 25 to 1, Jast Monday and Tuesday, const quently were 
not accommodated. Westwick, Wolsey, Tom King, and Laneret, have 
found a few friends at outside prices. The snow having fallen 
so heavily in different parts, on Wednesday and Thursday, horses will 
be confined to their straw beds for a time ; but the “easing ” will do 
them all good, young and old.

The 
bankrupt filed his own petition on December 30 last, and from the statement of 
accounts it appears he attributes his failure to the closing of his discount 
account by the London Joint Stock Bank, and losses through customers not 
mecting their engagements. The total debts are returned at £1,307 43. 2d. The 
London Joint Stock Bink are creditors for £353 4s. 3d., on two judgments 
obtained against him in Court of Queen’s Bench. The bankrupt alleges he has 
debts due to him of £260, and also household furniture of the estimated value 
of £350. He also owned a mare by Autocrat, in the possession of G. Mather, 


Esq., Great Russell-street, valued at £100. In November last, he gave a bill of 


sale to Mr. Forster, of Crown-court, Threadneedle-street, and the goods had 


been seized by the sheriff, and this had become the subject of an interpleader 
action. He was bankrupt in 1862, and had been previously discharged in the 
Insolvent Debtors Court. Mr. Rawlins opposed the application on behalf of the 
London Joint Stock Bank. He had given a bill of sale over his property just 
previously to the bankruptcy. His Boeous said he did not see that any benefit

Our American cousins have found a hero, ready to dispute Harry Kelly’s 
claims to supremacy. Hamill, through the’-New York Clipper desires to row 
over some course in England chosen by himself, and if victorious, he will row 
Kelly over the champion course~Putney to Mortlake. Kelly will accept the 
conditions of Hamilt without reserve, so that the latter has nothing to do but 

ut down the coin to bind a match. Kelly thus foregoes his right to row ou 
he champion course. Thc following is from the New York Clipper :— 

A week or two since a card appeared in our columns signed by James Kelly, 
champion sculler of England, the same being a reply to Hamill’s challenge. 
Kelly it will be remembered, refused to row iu this country, but offered 
Hamill £100 to pull the proposed match in England, over the couree on the 
river Thames. We have this day, December 25, received the American 
cbampion’s rejoinder, in which he expresses his willingness to meet Kelly in - 
England on the terms offered by Kelly, with the exception that he (Hamill) 
shall have the privilege of choosing the course over which the race shall be 
rowed, after his (Hamill’s) arrival in England. Nothing couid be fairer, and 
if Kelly refuses te accede to this proviso on the part of the American, the 
people on both sides the Atlantic will very naturally infer that Kelly fears 
to meetthe American, even on English waters, The following is Hamill’s 
acceptance of the British Champion’s offer :— 

Pittsburgh, Pa., December 22, 1865, 

Friend Queen,—I see by last week’s Clipper that Mr. Kelly, the champion 
sculler of England, has refuted to row me on equal terms. I have asked 
nothing from him that I am not willing to aliow. Mr. Kelly and his 
friends claim that he is champion of the world. I offer to row him in this 
country for that title on fair terms. Hedeclines. Mr. Kelly and his friends 
claim that he is champion of England ; I offer to row him in England on 
some river that we both would have a fair chance on, Mr. Kelley declines 
that other also, and in his last card says that if 1 don’t accept his offer to row 
onthe Thames, and opposite his “ drum,” he, Kelly, will take no further 
notice of anything in the challenge line coming from me. There’s a conclu- 
sion, Mr. Editor, for the Champion of England and the rest of the world to 
come to. Mr. Kelly should travel a little from Putney, mix with the world 
outside that locality, and he would have a more correct conception of what is 
required of a man that claims to be champion of the world and England, toe. 
But to show Mr. Kelly and his friends that I mean business if he will allow 
me to choose a course after arriving in Evg'and, I will row him the two race 
for the amounts and distances he specifies in his card, and will accept the 
hundred pounds to go there; and I will further agree, if I am successful in 
beating him, to row him a five-mile race over his favourite course at London ! 
Should Mr, Kelly not agree to this fair offer, I will conclude he does not 
wish to row me on fair terms, and I authorise you to offer my former challenge 
to any bolder Briton, or, as we sayin this country, some “ spunkier English- 
man,” who has a more correct notion of what is expected of those claiming 
the Championship. As you know, Mr. Editor, that my object in seeking 2 
friendly trial of muscle and skill is not to make money, but to test our sys- 
tem of rowing against the English system, thero should be no hard feelings 
on the other side of the ocean, for if the affair could not come off pleasantly 
for all parties concerned, 1 would prefer that there should be no race what- 
ever.

NEW ROYALTY. 
{ It is with ‘pain that we have once more to speak unfavourably ofa new 
musical work at this little theatre, specially made, we might almost think, 
to be the home of English operetta, if such a thing can be imagined tohavea 
realexistence. Little more than two months ago the managers witnessed the 
signal failure of ‘‘ Felix, or the Festival of Roses,” by Herr Meyer Lutz, and 
the cause of that failure waz obviously the inadequacy of the vocal and 
instrumental means employed in the rendering of the work. With threo ex- 
ceptions, the singera were totally incapable, and the orchestra was manifestly 
set to struggle with impossiblities ; the result was that Herr Lutz's opera, 
whatever may have been its quality, was never even fairly rendered, and 
never awakened the least interest with the musical publfc—a Jarge and in- 
creasing section of society, be it remarked. To those who watch the course of 
public amusements. and who desire to see the lighter forms of musical 
dramatic composition represented on the English stage, as they are on the 
French, German, and Italian stages. repeated failures like those of the New 
Royalty directors are mortifying in the extreme, since all such failures place 
new difficulties in the way of future attempts. There is no possibility of in- 
ducing a highly discriminating musical public to accept any but good works 
well rendered ; to expect that persons who have the opportunity of hearing 
for ashilling magnificent music perfectly rendered, such as that recently given 
by Signor Arditi at Her Majasty’s Theatre, will support a theatre where they 
can bear only tenth rate music, and even that badly executed, is sheer folly. Yet 
this would appear to be doubted by the directors of the New Royalty. It needs 
no great’prophetic powers to foresee the end—an end which we shall groatly 
regret to witners, but which, we have nodoubt, will be hastened by the pro- 
duction of ‘‘ Love’s Limit,” on Saturday evening last. The libretto of this 
iece is by Mr. Reece, the author of the burlesque of ‘‘Prometheus,” which 
orms the staple of the evening's entertainment. We cannot compliment 
him on the way in which he has turned the worn-out old farce of ‘ Diamond 
Cut Diamond” into an operetta. Like most writers of ‘‘yooks” for musical 
illustration, he seems to think nothing too stupid or vapid for an operetta ; 
afatal mistake. The composer of ‘‘ Love’s Limit "is Mr. Mallandine, and, 
after making all due allowance for the short-cowings of his executants, we 
cannot say that we entertain any high opinion of his work, which is fluent, 
pretty in parts, and not undramatic ; but entirely void of originality. This 
want of originality may not prevent one or two of his songs achieving the 
popularity insur by admission into the drawing-room portfolios. We shall 
not be surprised to hear some young lady of our a Tee ,when pressed 
hard to ‘‘sing something” comply by singing Mr. Mallandiue’s ‘They say 
that Young Love,” especially if she has heard it rendered by Miss Fanny 
Reeves, and admired the archness of her delivery. On Saturday evening 
this song was warmly encored, as was also u serenade gracefully aang by 
Mr. Elliot Galer, and entitled “Open Thy Lattice Wide, My Love. 10 
heroine of the story and chief singer is Madame d’Este Finlayson, late of te 
Opera di Camera Company.

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THE CHAMPION ROBERTS AND W. DUFTO4. 


The knowledge that this would bo the last match of Mr. Roberts previous 
to his departure for America was sufficient in itself to bring together a large 
ouster of the lovers of this game, therefore, it is not to he wondered at that 
the fine billiard room in St. Martin’s Hall, on Tuesday evening was crowded 
by the principal professional as well as amateur talent now in London. 


The price of admission was high, but every available seat was occupied, as 


well as every crenny, nook, and eminence from which the game could be 
witnessed. As will be found noticed above, the Champion had suffered 


defeat the night before, at the nands of Mr. C. Hitchen, to whom Mr. 


Roberts bad given 400 out of 1,000, but still the latter was the favourite, and 


was most enthusiastically received as he entered the room. Mr. W. Dufton 


also received a most cordial reception, aud all being in readiness, play 


was called at 10 minutes past e'ght. 
The conditions were to play 1000 up ; out of which the Champion allowed his 
opponent 350, Having strung for the Icad, Roberts was the winner, but each, 
as is usually the case, gave a miss, Dufton next made acannon, which he fol- 
lowed up by several pretty strokes, his break terminating and leaving the score 
1to 362. Roberts went in for 14, and Dufton then played an excellent stroke 
for safety. Roberts, who played at the white, left a hazard in the corner pocket, 
which let in Dufton, who, however, soon resigned, and the Champion, in at- 
tempting a fine losing hazard, ranacoo. After two or three interchanges, 
Roberts got in, cnd6 to 4 was then offered on him, A magnificent hazard off 
the red inthe pocket in bawk commenced the break, and from 27, by some 
. beautiful play, be increased his score to 70, when, getting the spot stroke, he 
iy par le but missed it; game called, 70 to 375. Dufton only put on 6, 
and with 5scored to Roberts, the non-favourite put on a dozen, and subse- 
quently the marker called 77 to 402 and 89 to 403, Offers to Jay 12 to 5 on 
Roberts, while 3 to 1 would have been taken, Some small breaks brought the 
score to 116 to4'8, when Roberis added 9, and, Dufton being unsuccessful, the 
Champion added 6, and then missed a cannon round the table. Dufton made 
several fine strokes, and, upon Roberts getting in, £20 to £10 was laid on him. 
Tho play, however, was slow, and no remarkable breaks occured till game was 
called 189 to 486. Roberts now scored twice, and secured the spot stroke, which 
for the second time he missed at the first attempt, le ting Dufton in for 20. 
Game, 164 to 456. The play was to some extent tame; Dufton, however, showed 
perhaps to more advantage, but no long breaks occured till the game was 
called 230 to 622. Roberts now made a superb long jenny, Which he fo!- 
lowed up with some brilliant strokes, ove canuon round the table, particularly 
eliciting a round of applause. Upon resigning his cue, small breaks raised the 
score to 271 to 622, and Dufton went in three times unsuccessfully, during 
which time Roberts brought his figures up to 311 to 531 (£10 to £5 offered on 
the Champion). From 321, Roberts forged ahead a break of 95, including seven 
spot strokes, making the score 416 to 5,8; a bet was then laid of £20 to £5 on 
Koberts. When the score had reached 458 to 607 an offer was made to take 
2to1 with no response. Dufton showed some beantiful losing hazards, and 
scoring 25, the marber called Roberts 463 to Dufton 633. As soon as Roberts 
had marked 500 to his opponent’s 619, an adjournment took place for twenty 
minutes. 

On resuming play at half-past ten nothing of note took place until the game 

was called (Roberts only 15 behind), the numbers being 510 to 555; then the 
Shampion passed amidst loud cheers, being 790 to 789. Roberts was 828 to 807. 
Roberts now came outin force, a break of 28 increased his figures to 896 to 852, 
but still Dufton played well, making an 18, but the Champion got in again, anda 
loud cheer greeted the announcement of his having entered the last hundred, 
the game being called 901 to Dufton 870. It was 922, and then 934 to 879. 
Roberts next put on 30, which made him within 36 of winning, his opponent 
being 71 behind, Here Dufton showed some fine play, passed the 900, and when 
his number was next called he was 926. It was now ascene of great excite- 
ment, as Dufton drew up and came withinthree, bis figures being 971 to the 
Champion’s 974. This waa a beautiful break of Dufton’s for37; the betting 
was now even, as it was Roberts 981 to 996; Dufton then made it 998; the 
latter then attempted to hold the red, but’ missed ; Roberta then went on, and 
from 981 his figures were ca'led 933, 936, 939, when Duftoa made ancther essay, 
but failed; Roberta 991 92-95 ; Dufton came: ‘'On this stroke Cepends the 
game,” be said, and breathless silence reigned, He again failed, when 998 all 
was called by the marker ; two red hazards and a cannon gave the game to the 
Champion, it being Roberts 1,(00 to Dufton 993. 

Harry Evans both called and marked the gamo in a most excellent manner, 
The health of Mr. Roberts was proposed and every good success was cordially 
expressed towards him for his health and happiness, a pleasant voyage to 
America, and also for his safe return to his native land, The game was played 
upon one of the finest tables we have ever seen, and was erected by Messe, 
Burroughes and Watts, of John-square ; it is of pollard oak, polished, instead of 
mahogany, as is usually the case ; it is a difficult one to play on, and capable of 
testing the powers of the first of players, even the Champion himself, and does 
great credit tothe manufacturers, 


MESSRS, J, ROBERTS AND W. C. HITCHEN AT THE OVAL. 

On Monday night these celebrated players competed iu a game of 1,000 up at 

the Surrey Club House, Kennington Oval, Roberts giving 400 points. The room 
was crowded, Hitchen broke the balls at four minutes past eight o’c'ock, giving 
a miss in baulk, Roberts following witha miss under the right hand cushion. 
Hitchen then went for the cannon but miseed it, Roberts mate a white loser, 
and rau hig score up to 9, but missed a difficult red loving hazard in the 
loft top corner. Hitchen did not score, and Roberts, getting the balls together, 
made a fine all-round break of 51, during which he was frequently applauded. 
Here Hitchen got told of the balls, and rattled up a break of 33, the spot-stroke, 
after being made, twice proving bis downfall. An11 was made by Robert, and 
his opponent avain got possersion of the field, and:ran up to 471. The red was 
on the spot, and Roberts's ball fatally near, as he provod, by striking a dozen 
consecutive spot-strokes. He then got a little too low, and went for the Joser, 
lraving the red over the middle, H-» put it in from biulk, and again went 
down for his favourite stroke, which he made twice, and then the red “ hobbled,” 
and it was Hitchen’s turn, Roberts’s game being called at119. Hitchen again 
played as fine a break of 47, composed chiefly of losing hazards andcannons, as 
it is possible for even Roberts to ake, and when it was his adversary’s turn 
again to take the cue in hand, Hitcheno’s figures stood at 618. Roberts no 
sooner scored than he made a break, and with another ten red spot hazards anda 
host of other splendid shots, again ran up his score tlll it stood at 179, having 
made no tess than 61 off the balls. Hitchen presently went to 530, and after- 
wards to 563, and breaks on either side added a few points to each man’s game, 
till when Roberts had reached the second hundred the full scores were called 594 
—208, After getting the balls together Hitchen made a capital 27; and then 
Roberts by asplendid move in the game, forced his opponent's ball on to the 
red, which wag in a baulk pocket mouth. The red was putin, and Hitchen’s 
ball also. This was not, however, the only object of the great player, whose 
game had also been a finesse, which was discovered as soon as his ball cyased roll- 
ing—he had run up for the spot-stroke! Of course a ringing cheer greeted this 
fine shot, but Roberts faied to score again, and the game after other play 
became—Hitchen 643, Roberts 235. Once more the balls were left, and Roberts 
went in for a “‘raker,” but succeeded in making up to 273 only (a 38), and then 
allowed Hitchen to ‘ go on again.” As he, however, did not score, Roberts 
pulled bimself together, and added a brilliant losing hazard and cannon break of 
43, his figures being called at 315 against Hitchen’s 643, Hitchen followed 
Roberts's stroke, and went on playing until his figures were raised by a 62, in 
which, however (at 679), there came a lucky “red” when it was wanted. Strokes 
and breaks to each man, and the game was called, Hitchen 737, Roberts 367, 
Here Hitchen succeeded in striking a lot of masterly strokes, anda 45 was 
placed to his account, Another 40 to Roberts and he broke down, missing a 
cannon round the cushions, which passed the white ball within a hair’s 
breadth. In the break were four spot hazards, Hitchen not scoring off the 
balls left, Roberts once moro ‘‘ got in,” and with twelve spot hazards, and 
a lot of ‘ood play, made a 62, his figures at the conclusion standing at 436 
against Hitchen’s 785, At 501, which was reached shortly, and when Roberts 
had the break, an adjournment was made. On resuming play, Roberts 
scored to 525, but Hitchen immediately ran up a fine 46, in which wero 
twelve spot hazards, his break-down at the stroke being occasioned only by 
a slip of the cue, which, nevertheless, potted the red, but left his own ball on 
the spot. He went for acannon, and afterwards made a four stroke, then 
a baulk, leaving his game at 831. Roberts next made a 20, but 8 to 1 was 
several times offered against him notwithstanding, and the game progressed 
till they were called at Hitchon 888, Roberts 586, Hitchen in the meantime 
twice missing when he had easy red losing hazards on the ball. At this 
point Roberts once again got possession of the board and the break of the 
evening was played. After a host of “small fry” round the table, and when 
he had made up to 628, he by a four streke—potted his opponent, lout the 
red being near the top cusbion, he went for the hazard, and making it, did 
not again step ecoring till he had put in the red ball fro.n the spot for the 
forty-second time, his break closing at 761, or one hundred aud seventy-fivo 
ef the balls. Many strokes were played on either side, and one gentleman 
offered to take £100 to £2 that Roberts won; but of the result there could 
hardly, considering the fine Bley ot Hitchen, and the occasional ill-luck of 
his opponent, bea doubt, and Hitchen finished the game to his adversary’s 
826. The game concluded at ten minutes past eleven, having lasted, ex- 
clusive of the interval, 2 hours and 39 minutes.

The local press is loud in the praise of the “ pheno- 
mena’”’—and letters are appearing daily in the journals, praying for cheaper 
performances, and assuring them that they shall not be subjected to such in- 
justice as was. bestowed upon the “spiritual troupe,” by the inhabitants of

ac fearful gale raged over London and other parts of the country on Monday.

The legs were tied together, and the 
body frightfully mutilated. The head was afterwards found some distance off. 
The pockets of the deceased were empty. The body has been identified, and a 
young man, about the same age. as deceased, has been arrested on suspicion of 
murder. 

A human skeleton has been found in the mud of the Thames nearly opposite 
Somer:et House. The skull bore marks of fracture, There were also a complete 
set of false teeth, set in gold, with spring sides, and double gold eye-glaases, 
proving the body to be that of some one well to do, The clothes were almost 
entirely destroyed, with the exception of one boot, of fashionable military make, 
and part of what appeared to be a topcoat. There were two halfpenny pieces 
in the inside pocket, but no papers were discovered. The make of the teeth is 
of recent fashion.
